The  corner-stone  of  this  handsome  building  located  on 
West  Main  Street  at  Five  Points  was  laid  with  impressive 
ceremonies,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  on  the  11th  of 
September,  1897.  Durham  takes  the  lead  in  this  enterprise, 
it  being  the  first  Public  Library  building  erected  in  the  State. 
The  site  was  given  by  Miss  Lalla  Ruth  Carr,  supplemented 
by  a  small  lot  on  the  east  side, deeded  by  Thos.  H.Martin.

1869— COTTON   MILLS— 1897. 

Gen.  D.  H.  Hill,  published  in  the  "Land  We  Love" 
March,  1869,  cotton  mill  statistics  taken  from  the  Augusta 
(Ga.,)  Chronicle.  There  were  then  in  the  Northern  States 
591  mills,  with  6,151,962  spindles.  The  Southern  States 
had  84  mills,  with  218,098  spindles.  In  the  North,  Massa- 
chusetts took  the  lead  with  140  mills;  Rhode  Island  coming 
in  next  with  124,  then  Pennsylvania  with  94.  In  the  South, 
Georgia  led  off  with  20  mills,  followed  by  North  Carolina 
with  15,  and  then  Virginia  with  10. 

From  advanced  sheets  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics, 
1897,  the  following  facts  and  figures  have  been  compiled,  as 
to  North  Carolina  alone: 

Cotton  mills,  179;  spindles,  1,034,117;  looms,  24,517; 
woolen  mills,  16;  spindles,  5,394;  looms,  228;  wool  carding 
machines,  23;  Hosiery  mills,  28;  knitting  machines,  1,489. 

Verily,  the  Old  North  State  has  moved  forward  in  manu- 
facturing enterprises  in  the  last  25  years,  and  in  another  25 
years  will,  in  all  probability,  have  as  many  cotton  mills  as 
were  in  the  entire  Northern  States  in  1869.

The  planet  Uranus  is  1,820,000,000  miles  distant  from  the 
sun.  Its  diameter  is  35,000  miles,  and  it  is  82  times  as  large 
as  the  earth,  and  it  moves  at  the  rate  of  15,000  miles  per 
hour.  It  is  84  years  completing  its  revolution  around  the 
sun.

The  comet  which  appeared  in  the  spring  of  1843,  in  one 
part  of  its  orbit  moved  at  the  inconceivable  velocity  of 
1,300,000  miles  per  hour! 


AMONG  THE  STARS. 

In  the  year  1839  a  Britisli  astronomer  succeeded  in  calcu- 
lating the  distance  of  the  star  known  as  a  centauri,  and  found 
it  to  be  no  less  than  20,000,000,000,000  miles;  a  space  which 
it  would  occupy  light,  travelling  at  the  rate  of  200,000  milfs 
per  second,  3  years  and  7  minutes  to  pass  over.  The  distance 
of  the  star  61  Cvgrie  is  three  times  as  far  as  a  Centauri,  while 
Sirius,  though  the  brightest  of  all  the  stars,  is  six  times  the

less  period  than  72  years  I 

The  diameter  of  the  star  Vega  has  been  calculated  to  be 
38  times  that  of  the  sun;  consequently  its  bulk  ♦roust  be 
55,000  times  greater.  The  bright  Star  Lyra,  it  is  said,  would 
fill  the  orbit  of  Uranus,  which  is  3,600,000,000  miles  in  di- 
ameter. Sir  John  Herschel  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  there 
are  among  the  nebulous  stars  those  of  dimensions  that  vastly 
transcend  even  this. 

It  has  been  calculated  that  there  are  in  the  reach  of  the 
best  telescopes  two  billions  of  worlds — a  number  so  vast  that, 
counting  one  hundred  per  minute,  it  would  take  no  less  than 
40,000  years  to  enumerate  them!

roach,  100,000;  of  the  pike,  50,000;  of  the  herring,  the 
perch  and  the  smelt,  from  20,000  to  30,000,  Others  are 
equally  prolific.  Such  numbers  present  an  idea  of  fecundity 
that  is  truly  overwhelming.

The  finest  thread  in  a  spider's  web,  which  can  scarcely  be 
seen,  is  said  to  be  composed  of  no  less  than  4,000  strands. 

On  a  single  wing  of  a  butterfly  have  been  found  100,000 
scales,  and  on  that  of  a  silkworm  moth  400,000;  each  of 
these  minute  scales  being  a  marvel  of  beauty  and  complete- 
ness in  itself.

Some  silkworms  lay  from 
1,000  to  2,000  eggs;  the  wasp  deposits  3,000;  the  ant  from 
4,000  to  5,000.  The  queen  bee,  according  to  Kirby  and 
Spence,  lays  in  one  season  from  40,000  to  50,000.  But  above 
ail,  the  white  ant  produces  86,400  eggs  each  day,  which,  con- 
tinuing for  a  month,  gives  the  astonishing  number  of  2,592,- 
000 — a  number  far  exceeding  that  produced  by  any  known 
animal  above  animalcula. 


THE  BLESSED  OYSTER. 


The  oyster  is  a  universal  favorite,  and  is  eaten  by  every- 
body, and  it  would  seem  that  the  supply  would  run  short — 
but  not  so.  In  this  we  meet  with  a  striking  exhibition  of 
the  original  blessing  of  fecundity,  for  a  single  oyster, accord- 
ing to  Poli,  contains  no  less  than  1,200,000  eggs. 


THE  LARGEST  SCHOOL  IN  THE  WORLD. 

In  the  slum  district  of  the  city  of  London  is  situated  the 
largest  school  in  the  world.  There  are  3,500  children  in  at- 
tendance, and  it  is  mainly  supported  and  maintained  by 
Baron  Rothschild.

Th*  sun  and  clock  both  the  s^me  time  declare.

TWO  FULL  MOONS  IN  DECEMBER. 

December,  1895,  enjoyed  the  unique  privilege  of  having 
two  new  moons,  which  is  a  phenomenon  that  has  not  oc- 
curred in  any  December  in  one  thousand,  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-six  years. 

The  coincidence  of  the  last  event  of  this  kind  happening 
in  the  same  year  as  the  birth  of  Christ,  was  not  widely 
noted,  however,  or  it  would  probably  have  been  looked  upon 
by  many  as  significant.  The  occurrence  was  a  purely  astro- 
nomical one.

One-third  of  the  pop- 
ulation are  natives,  one-third  are  native  born  of  foreign  pa- 
rents, and  one-third  are  foreign  born.  It  is  the  largest  Irish 
city  in  the  world,  having  a  population  of  850,000,  twice  as 
great  as  that  of  Dublin.  It  is  also  the  largest  German  city 
in  the  world  except  Berlin,  there  being  900,000  Germans 
in  it. 

The  real  and  personal  property  in  New  York  amounts  to 
$4,560,000,000,  which  is  one-tenth  of  the  aggregate  wealth 
of  all  the  States  and  territories  in  the  American  Union. 

And  yet,  40,000  school  children  are  running  the  streets  of 
this  great  city,  because  there  are  no  school  accommodations 
for  them!  This  shortsighted  economy  may  prove  to  be 
very  costly  to  New  York  in  the  years  to  come. 


SIXTY-TWO.  YEARS  AGO. 

Frost  occurred  every  month  in  the  year  1836.  Ice  formed 
a  half  inch  thick  in  May.  Snow  fell  to  the  depth  of  three 
inches  in  New  York,  and  also  in  Massachusetts  in  June.  Ice 
was  formed  of  the  thickness  of  a  common  window  glass 
throughout  New  York  on  the  5th  day  of  July.  Indian  corn 
was  so  frozen  that  the  greater  part  was  cat  in  August  and 
dried  for  fodder.

On  the  official  records  in  the  Executive  Office  at  Raleigh, 
under  date  9th  September,  1863,  Gen.  R.  E.  Lee  wrote  Gov- 
ernor Vance:  "  *  *  *  another  the  lamented  Pettigrew, 
whose  brigade  under  his  skilful  leadership  emulated  the 
deeds  of  veterans  in  the  battles  of  Gettysburg,  fell  on  the 
banks  of  the  Potomac  *  *  *." 

It  is  certain  that  General  Lee  knew  of  what  he  wrote,  and 
equally  as  certain  that  John  Esten  Cooke  did  not  know.
